other implementation issues.

3. The workgroup shall cooperate with early
childhood stakeholders and the private sector in
addressing the many publicly supﬁorted programs and
services directed to early childhood and issues
involved with redirecting the programs and services to
be part of a cohesive child care system. The issues
addressed shall include professional development of
workers, improving workforce, ensuring articulation
between programs, meeting the needs of both children
and parents, enhancing community engagement to support
early childhood, and other efforts to address early
childhood needs with a coordinated system.

Sec. . EFFECTIVE DATE == IMPLEMENTATION.

1. The following provisions of this division of
this Act take effect October 1, 2009:

a. The provision amending section 237A.1,
subsections 6 and 7.

b. The provision amending section 237A.3,
subsection 1.

2. The department shall adopt administrative
rules, assist child care providers, and expand
staffing to support the implementation of the change
in the numbers of children for which child care homes
and child development homes may provide child care on
October 1, 2009, as provided in this division of this
Act, in accordance with the funding made available for
that purpose.>>
